Requirements of Importing 
raille Countries 

It is estimated by Mr. Broomhall, 
British grain statistician, that world 

_ import requirements for the current 
“year will be 704 million bushels, of 
which total Burope will take 504 
million bushels and  e-European 
countries 200 million bushels, The 
International Institute of Agricul- 
ture at Rome offers a more gloomy 
picture than Mr. Broomhall. The 
institute estimates the total import 
requirements will be only 630 mil- 
lion bushels, the lowest since 1929-~ 
30, when 613 million bushels were 
imported. ‘The institute estimates 
that Europe will take 440 million 
bushels and ex-Europe 190 million. 

To meet thig demand, the institute 
reports, exportable countries have 
available supplies totalling 1,300,- 
000,000. 

In so far as world requirements 
are concerned, figures of Mr, Broom- 
hall can possibly be taken as more 
authoratative than those of the 
institute at Rome. Last year Mr. 
Broomhall’s estimate of world re- 
quirements was fulfilled almost to 
the letter.

The total available supplies given 
at 1,300,000,000 are extremely out- 
side figures, we believe. For  in- 
stance the available supplies in 
Russia are not nearly ag large as 
estimated. Much of the available 
supplies on United States farms un- 
doubtedly have deteriorated and 
have been wasted, and a very con- 
siderable portion of the total ig low 
grade wheat fit only for stock feed, 
Further, it ig understood that the 
supplies of wheat in store in Euro- 
pean countries are scanty, and this 
would indicate that should a pros- 
pect of curtailment of world pro- 
duction make its appearance the 
tendency would be for enlarged buy- 
ing on the part of that continent.
